Present American foreign pol- 
icy was criticized as “non-moral” 
and reflecting only “shifting ex- 
pediencies,” in an address last 


night by John Foster Dulles, Re- | ni 


publican foreign affairs expert, 
before the eighth annual meeting 


of the Missouri! Bar. 

Speaking at a banquet at Hotel 
Jefferson, Dulles charged the 
Truman administration with pre- 
senting “a counsel of panic” by 
renouncing “the great moral 
principles which have historically 
animated our people in foreign 
policy.” 

Reviewing the course of recent 
American diplomacy, Dulles said 
traditional concepts of morality 
“first were discarded in a series 
of private agreements made with 
Russia at the close of World War 
II, at the expense of our friends 
and allies.” 

These agreements, he declared, 
“clearly violated the Atlantic 
Charter and the principles of in- 
ternational morality which it pro- 
claimed, and the American peo- 
ple are embarrassed and ashamed 
by them.” 

Assails Containment Policy. 

In a reference to “captive” 
European nations, the senior 
statesman criticized the so-called 
“containment” policy as “a cur- 
rent example of diplomacy which 
repudiates moral considerations 
in favor of practical solutions 
deemed. least unsettling to the 
stability of international life.” 

Dulles said George Kennan, 
author of the containment policy 
and present United States am- 
bassador to Russia, has renounced 
“what he (Kennan) calls ‘the le- 
galistic-moralistic approach to in- 
ternational problems.’ ” 


DAYLIGHT TIME ENDS 
TOMORROW, ‘CLOCKS

STEVENSON GETS 
LAUGHS IN 13-WORD

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 27 (AP)

After he had disappeared into 
Schricker’s home, the crowd be- 
gan to call for Stevenson. Final- 
ly he appeared at an upstairs 
window and stepped out onto a 
small balcony. 

Poking his head around an 
awning, Stevenson told the crowd: 
“My statement for tonight is 
this: I am going to take a bath.” 
With that he ducked back in- 
side while the crowd laughed 
heartily.”

Aid to Captive Nations Urged. 


The Republican adviser, in re- 
cent speeches, has suggested that 
the United States actively aid 
captive nations to free themselves 
from Communism, as an alterna- 
tive to containment. ® 

The containment policy, Dulles 
declared, “assumes that we should 
‘be willing that the Kremlin 
should —continue to rule its 800,- 
000,000 captive peoples, provided 
it will leave us alone... thus 
the fate of the captives may be- 
come the subject of future bar- 
gaining between Soviet leaders 
and ourselves.” 

Third example of a non-moral 
foreign policy, Dulles continued, 
“is the diminishing interest of our 
government in the United Na- 
tions.” 

“When the North Atlantic 
Treaty was pending in the Senate 
in 1949, I emphasized that great 
care must be taken lest such 
regional organizations should re- 
sult in by-passing the U.N. and 
undermining its moral authority. 

“However, what was feared has 
occurred—there has been a gen- 
eral disposition to by-pass the 
U.N., with a consequent sharp de- 
cline in its prestige. The Ameri- 
can people are disappointed in 
the United. Nations. Their invest- 
ment and our people, and strikes: 
paid dividends.” 

Warns of Break in Unity. 

Warning that broad, popular 
acceptance of a non-moral foreign 
policy is impossible, Dulles said 
such a policy “inevitably makes 
for a break between our govern- 
ment andour people, and strikes 
at the heart of free world unity.”

Duties of Council. 

The council would initiate pro- 
posals for pooling and standard- 
izing equipment, for joint instal- 
lations and shops and for the 
most economical routes and 
freight rates.

Under the scheme, the various 
governments, including those like 
Switzerland which are not mem- 
bers of the Council of Europe, 
would appoint some of the coun- 
cilmen. 

Other councilmen would be 
named by the assembly, the Schu- 
man plan high authority, the In- 
ternational Chamber of Com- 
merce, trade unions, and the 
three international transport 
organizations. These are the 
Union of Railways, the Union of 
River Navigation, and the Road 
Federation and Road Transport 
Union. 

Goes to Upper Chamber. 

The transport resolution must 
now win approval in the Council 
of Europe’s upper chamber, the 
Committee of Foreign Ministers, 
where any nation can veto it. The 
plan also would have to be ratified 
by the governments of the 14 
nations and the Saar who make 
up the Council of Europe. 

Earlier, the assembly by a roll 

call demanded the establishment 
of a European Credit Fund to 
finance housing projects in bomb- 
ed-out and overcrowded regions 
as a special help to war victims 
and refugees from _ Eastern 
Europe. 
. The assembly also urged the 
foreign ministers to set up a 
special fund to assist the settle- 
ment of refugees in Western Eu- 
rope and to aid the most needy 
cases. 


GENERAL ELECTRIC SAYS IT 
WON'T BOW TO ClO ULTIMATUM

General Electric Co. executive 
says his company “will have to 
take the strike” rather than give 
in to what he described as an 
ultimatum from the CIO Interna-

The head of the union, who 
denies that there has been any 
strike ultimatum, says he and 
negotiators would resign their 
union officers rather than accept 
a company offer. 

These two positions,. expressed 
yesterday after a federal media- 
tion session, showed how tightly 
deadlocked were contract negotia- 
tions between the company and 
the union, which claims 71,000 
employes in 60 G.E. plants. How- 
ever, an immediate strike was 
not considered likely in view of 
the union’s vigorous denial of a 
walkout ultimatum.

In the adjoining compartment, 
the mouse with no toehold 
thrashed about frantically as it 
floated crazily from side to side 
of a smooth-sided plastic drum.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 27—Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Mlinois 
drew the largest and most en- 
thusiastic crowd of his campaign 
on his visit yesterday to his 
neighboring state of Indiana. 

About 14,000 persons filled the 


him present a five-point economy 
program, criticize Republican Sen- 
ator William E. Jenner, and attack 
his opponent, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, as a military man 
lacking experience in civilian 
government. 

It was a flag-waving, cheering 
throng that responded readily to 
the Democratic presidentia] candi- 
date’s address. Stevenson, wearing 
a dark blue suit and a white car- 
nation, seemed unusually sure of 
himself. 

Persohs who attended both the 
meeting last night and the gather- 
ing Sept. 9 at which Eisenhower 
spoke -and indorsed Jenner, the 
isolationist who has called Eisen- 
hower’s friend and benefactor, 
Gen. George’ C. Marshall, a “liv- 
ing lie,” said that Eisenhower 
drew the larger crowd. 

Comparison of Crowds. . 
The general’s rally was held in 
the Butler University field house, 
which is reported to hold about 
15,000 persons. That was filled 
and an estimated 6000 persons 
gathered on the nearby athletic 
field. 

Relying on estimates of news- 
paper reporters who were pres- 
ent no both occasions, Stevenson 
drew a larger crowd at the air- 
port when his plane landed, more 
spectators along the line of his 
motor cavalcade to the heart of 
the city, and probably slightly 
fewer in the center of the city 
and around his hotel. 

There was one point of simi- 
larity about the two rallies. Dur- 
ing. Eisenhower’s visit Jenner 
constantly had his eye on the 
general and would wriggle into 
the act whenever Eisenhower 
posed for a picture or raised his 
arms in his customary salute. 
Jenner knew his only hope for 
re-election lay in identifying him- 
self with the general, whose ideas 
he has always fought, and riding 
in on his coattails. 

Schricker a Vote-Getter. 

Stevenson went out of his way 
time and again to praise Gov. 
Henry F. Schricker, who is oppos- 
ing Jenner. Schricker is one of 
the most successful vote-getters 
in Indiana history and though a 
Democrat is looked on favorably 
by many Republicans. Most per- 
sons think he will lick Jenner 
unless there is a Republican land- 
slide. 
Most but not all politicians in 
Indiana think that Schricker will 
lead the Democratic ticket and 
can help Stevenson. 

The analogy ends at this point, 
as Stevenson and Schricker are 
old friends (Shricker put the Illi- 
nois Governor’s name in nomina- 
tion at Chicago) and Schricker 
has been an able. executive. 
Neither has to apologize for the 
other. 

One of the most prominent per- 

sons not present in Indianapolis 
was Jenner, who was off some 
where in the state forecasting the 
Democrats were going to achieve 
a~ Korean peace. just before the 
election, after which the Russians 
would really get going. 
Jenner was lambasted with tell- 
ing effect on the Coliseum audi- 
ence, which was, of course, vig- 
orously partisan. One of the 
speakers who preceded Stevenson, 
Paul Butler, Democratic national 
committeeman, evoked wild -ap- 
plause when he _ introduced 
Schricker as “the man who will 
rescue the state from the two 
worst senators in its history.”

M’GRANERY ORDERS AIDS

Several other State Depart- 
ment heads have denied receiving 
extra compensation from _ the 
salary-supplementing fund which 
Stevenson acknowledged several 
days ago, ‘ 

The Chicago Tribune said today 
that eight of the 10 members of 
Stevenson’s cabinet of depart- 
ment directors denied they got 
extra compensation or gifts. The 
directors are each paid $10,000 a 
year. 

The Tribune said one director 
complained good naturedly that 
he was left out. The newspaper 
quoted C. Hobart Engle,, director 
of registration: ‘darn it, I was left 
out. I didn’t get one red cent. 
I’m a poor man too.” 

J. Edward Day, State Director 
of Insurance, said yesterday he 
received a “Christmas gift” from 
Stevenson. But he declined to say 
when and how much. Day, former 
administrative aid to Stevenson 
declined to discuss the gift “in 
view of the fact that the Governor 
plans to make a further state- 
ment on the fund.” 

Earlier, State Welfare Director 
Fred Hoehler and Justice Walter 
Schaefer of the Illinois Supreme 
Court,. said they had received 
Christmas gifts. 

Schaefer, first appointed to the 
Supreme Court by Stevenson and 
later elected, said he had received 
$500 from the Governor in 1950.

to feel jubilant. 

The evening meeting on the 
grounds of the capitol, one of the 
most beautiful buildings in the 
nation, was more than a gather- 
ing of thousands of curiosity seek- 
ers. That term might have been 
applied to the other thousands 
that lined the three miles of 
Broad Street from the railroad 
station to the classic structure de- 
signed by Thomas Jefferson. 

The rally was, for its size, the 
most enthusiastic and impressive 
meeting of the entire trip and 
the Republican presidential can- 
didate pulled out all the stops. 
He made the most of the fact that 
his mother had been born and 
reared in the Shenandoah Valley, 
that President Truman had criti- 
cized Democratic Senator Harry 
F. Byrd and that he knew his Vir- 
ginia history. 

General Speaks From Notes. 

He spoke,fram notes and his 
delivery was” better than ever. 
For emphasis at the end, he read 
a prepared passage to tell his lis- 
teners that this was his final 
speech of this tour. In it he 
pledged that if elected he would 
consider the needs of all America 
and not just one class or group. 

From the outset he had the 
crowd with him. It applauded, 
cheered and roared, not as a 
throng of party men and women 
but as people who were moved by 
the speaker and what he said. The 
crowd’s enthuslasm was some- 
thing for the Democrats to think 
about. 

In his opening words, he said 
he was giving a bit of news—that 
Douglas Southall Freeman, the 
famous Richmond historian and 
editor, had urged him in 1947 
to think about a possible political 
career. 

From there on, he brought in 
all the Virginians of note and 
history, with special emphasis on 
Thomas Jefferson, who, he said, 
if alive today would gladly and 
necessarily vote against the New 
Deal, the Fair Deal, in the next 
election. This was one of the 
few times he has mentioned the 
Roosevelt New Deal. Almost in- 
variably he has confined his de- 
nunciations to the seven years of 
the Truman Administration. 


Lavish Praise for Byrd. 


In his quest for Virginia’s 12 
electoral votes, he praised Sen- 
ator Byrd, saying that the party 
of Jefferson had a more nearly 
accurate heir in Virginia in per- 
son of the senior Senator than 
he did in Washington. 

“He (Byrd) certainly believes 
in frugality and thrift, words that 
I doubt are in the Washington 
dictionary,” he observed. 

The general had been more 
comprehensive a few hours earlier 
in a whistle-stop talk at Peters- 
burg, where several thousand 
came to the station to greet him. 
Speaking of Byrd he said: 

“I must say that any party 
that can produce a man like 
Harry F. Byrd seems to me to 
be a top-flight sort of outfit.

LTHOUGH the “Nixon business” seems to have burst as a. 
major campaign issue, the young Republican vice presidential | 
nominee remains a highly controversial political figure. . He | 
will both gain—and Tose—votes for Gen. Eisenhower. 


That is the conclusion left with 
this reporter as the result of a 
special check of how voters feel. 
about Senator Richard Nixon fol- 
lowftng the disclosure of the ex- 
istence of his privately financed 
expense fund.

Not Deeply Moved. 

As one of them, a 27-year-old 
taxicab driver, put it, “If Nixon 
took the money to spread political 
baloney, that’s all right, but if it 
was used to buy him off, he should 
be dumped.” 

Most of the persons  Italked 
with on the day after Nixon’s tele- 
vision defense felt his speech was 
“convincing” and even “wonder- 
ful,” but even 1among those who 
thought he “didn’t tell the whole 
story,” no one said it would affect 
his or her vote.

But even if the “corruption” 
angle on the Nixon case seems 
likely to have only a minor in- 
fluence on the campaign, the Cali-

250-FT. SMOKESTACK 
FOR UNION ELECTRIC 
PLANT IS COMPLETED 


Construction of a 250-foot steel 
smokestack, the largest in the St. 
Louis area, for Union Electric 
Co.’s new Meramec power station, 
has been completed, it was an- 
nounced today. 

The stack, located at the junc- 
tion of the Meramec and Missis- 
sippi rivers, is 25 feet 5 inches in 
diameter at the base, and tapers 
to 12 feet at the 50-foot level. 
It is designed to give the great- 
est efficiency possible with pres- 
ent fly ash collectors, according 
to the Nooter Corp., which built 
the structure. 

Smoke enters the stack through 
two precipators which remove 
97.5 per cent of all fly ash and 
carbon particles, by-products in 
the power-generating process.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Sept. 27— 
United States District Judge 
Charles G. Briggle yesterday 
saved 59 slot machines from de- 
struction by federal authorities 
but at the same time he urged 
local and state authorities to do 
the job. 

Twenty-six of the machines had 
been seized in Madison county, 
the others in Jersey and Morgan 
counties, 


Judge Briggle ruled that the 
machines were not subject to 
seizure by federal authorities be- 
cause they had not been used or 
transported in interstate com- 
merce. 

Abhors Slot Machines. 

But the judge said he wanted 
to make it clear that his finding 
has no relation to. his “personal 
abhorrence of the slot machine 
and the slot machine racket.” 

“While this court is without 
authority to order their destruc- 
tion,” he added, “I may with good 
conscience call their existence to 
the attention of law enforcing of- 
ficers of the counties involved, 
as well as of the state, with the 
confident hope that they will per- 
form their duty and seize such 
contraband property.”

Schultz will be asked to notify 
state’s attorneys of the three 
counties, and state authorities, of 
the time and place when the ma- 
chines will be released from fed- 
eral custody so that they may 
take immediate action.

U.S. Jets Kept 


Out of France 


By Poor Runways at New Bases 


Crumbling, Buckling 


and Cracking of Re- 


cently-Laid Paving Necessitates Heavy 
Repairs at Three Fields.

PARIS, Sept. 27.—The new 
runways on the first three com- 
bat fields in France assigned to 
the United States Air Force are 
undergoing extensive repairs. 
They are in such condition, 
though only recently built, that 
the jet planes of one wing have 
been kept in Germany since the 
unit first arrived in Europe from 
the United States last February. 

The jets of another wing were 
based at their field for a few 
months this summer, but on Sept. 
10 they were ordered to Ger- 
many and Tripoli as the need for 
reconstruction became impera- 
tive. 

Flying is still possible at the 
third field, where only B-26 Ma- 
rauders are stationed, but much 
work remains to be done before 
the landing strip will be satis- 
factory. 

Basing Schedule Set Back. 


These are new air bases which 
should have been ready by now 
for continuous operational use in 
the defense of western Europe. It 
had not been planned that they 
would be complete with all their 
installations at this time. It had 
been expected that the runways 
when laid would stay laid: 

Such is not the case. Crumbling, 
buckling and cracking, the rav- 
ages of what engineers call 
“spalling,” on soft asphaltic pav- 
ing have made necessary costly 
repairs. As a consequence, there 
is not one squadron of American 
jet planes in this country today, 
although ground crews and 


maintenance and supply units are 
prepared to receive them. 

Instead, construction gangs are 
on the job. It is hoped that by 
the third or fourth week of Oc- 
tober the F-84 jet fighter-bomb- 
ers that were sent to Germany 
and Tripoli will be back at their 
base. This field is at Chaumont, 
in eastern France. 

Another runway undergoing 
heavy repairs, which may yet 
have to be entirely resurfaced, is 
at Toul-Rosiere, just west of 
Nancy. The third is at Laon-Couv- 
ron, about 80 miles northeast of 
Paris. 

French Responsible for Work. 

American officials say the land- 
ing strips are in bad condition. 
The French, who are responsible 
for their construction under 
Brussels pact plans, are inclined 
to regard the faults that have 
developed as to be expected un- 
der the circumstances and easily 
correctable. 

This correspondent is no en- 
gineer, but it is quite possible 
that fast work during last win- 
ter’s exceptionally rainy weather 
and the lateness of summer this 
year affected the result. It is 
equally possible that a system 


of continuous inspection could 


have avoided it. 

In any event, other bases going 
up in this country in accordance 
with the Western rearmament 
program are in excellent con- 
dition, and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization is develop- 
ing a program of tighter control. 

The three defective air strips 
were built with NATO funds into 


which the United States paid a 
share.

What About McCarran? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Although in many respects my phi- 
losophy differs radically from that of 
the Post-Dispatch, I regard it as one of 
the world’s great newspapers. But in 
respect to one aspect of the Eisenhower- 
Stevenson contest, I cannot help but 
feel that the Post-Dispatch is being false 
to its own traditions. Given its point of 
view, the Post-Dispatch could do no 
other than institute a campaign of sav- 
age criticism against Gen. Eisenhower 
for his failure to repudiate McCarthy 
and Jenner.

With very 
few exceptions, there is no breed which 
has come within 1000 of having as many 
registered in one month. :

3872 Cockers registered, 277 less than 
in September of last year. There were 
2860 beagles registered, 106 less than 
last year. There were 337 Dobermans 
registered, 38 more than in 1951, but 
exactly the same number as in Septem- 
ber of 1950.

Eisenhower at His Best 


Gen, Eisenhower delivered one of the best 
speeches of his campaign at Baltimore. As he 
discussed national defense he was sure, confi- 
dent, inspired with both conviction and know!l- 
edge. He laid out a program that should com- 
mand respect and attention no matter who is 
elected on Nov. 4. | 

Coming from the General, such supreme con- 
fidence that military outlays can be cut without 
impairing military functions—that we can 
achieve “both security and solvency”’—means a 
great deal. He was, moreover, specific in telling 
us what can and should be done. 

Some of our trouble, as he said, “has nothing 
to do with the politics of the present.” He frank- 
ly acknowledged that, because of a feast-or-fam- 
ine history of defense going back many years, 
military officials have been encouraged “to try 
to take advantage of crisis.” When an emergency 
loosens the purse-strings that are often held so 
tight, the result is a “frenzied expansion which 
has meant disorder and duplication and waste.” 

Gen, Eisenhower has intimate personal knowl- 
edge of this process. He was called back to the 
Pentagon in late 1948 and 1949 to help formu- 


‘ Jate the military budget for the fiscal year end- 


ing July 1, 1950. The military departments had 
requested 30 billion dollars for that year, rough- 
ly double the sum available the year before. 


Gen, Eisenhower helped to trim this figure to 
14.5 billion, which was then further cut by 
President Truman and Secretary Johnson to the 
final figure of 13.5 billion. Then came Korea, 
and the budget soared to its present level of 
more than 48 billion, with extra funds for for- 
eign military aid and atomic expenditures. Clear- 
ly, Gen. Eisenhower believes this is too high, 
though he would undoubtedly agree that the 
sum he recommended before Korea is now too 
low. 


So Gen. Eisenhower wants a “realistic’’ weap- 
ons program that will emphasize simplicity in 
design and enlist more civilian personnel in its 
direction. He wants unification, especially in 
procurement, to be made the reality which the 
nation has so long demanded. He wants the Na- 
tional Security Council to be strengthened by 
bringing in top civilians to sit with cabinet offi- 
cers and department heads. And he wants a bi- 
partisan civilian commission set up to review 
not only the military program as now consti- 
tuted but the “political policies governing” it, 
with special attention to manpower policies and 
training. : 

Gen. Eisenhower says the first essential for 
such a comprehensive overhauling of defense 
policy is a new administration. We agree. And 
whether the new administration be an Eisen- 
hower one or a Stevenson one, the General’s 
Baltimore program should receive urgent con- 
sideration as a top priority matter.

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A New Barrier to the Ballot? 


The first two cases brought under Louisiana's 
Communist registration law strongly suggest 
that the law might prove potent in keeping Ne- 
groes disfranchised. 

Registration of Communist party members 
with the State Department of Public Safety is 
compulsory under a statute enacted this year. 
Everyone who registers to vote must also fill out 
a form declaring his party affiliation. 

Robert Earl Burns, 21, and Louis James Lock- 
ett, 27, both Negroes, registered to vote in New 
Orleans and apparently were asked some sort 
of question about Communist party affiliation. 
The registering official then put each of them 
down as a member of the Communist party. 
Both men’ say they misunderstood the question 
and that they are not Communists. Nevertheless, 
they are liable to fines up to $10,000 and jail 
sentences up to 10 years because, after having 
been registered with the Registrar of Votes as 
Communists, they did not register as Commu- 
nists with the Department of Public Safety. 


Persons unfamiliar with written forms, as 
many Negroes are in Louisiana, might be intim- 
idated by such an example as this from attempt- 
ing to register to vote. We do not mean to imply 
that the Communist registration law is being 
used for such a purpose in the present instances. 
We merely point out its easy susceptibility to 
that abuse. Many others, hearing of these cases, 
might understandably hesitate to register to vote, 
for fear of becoming entangled in a Communist 
misunderstanding. 

It would be ironical indeed if a law to uncover 
Communists were used to disfranchise good 
Americans. The injustice of disfranchisement 
on account of color already provides effective 
propaganda against this country for the Commu- 
nists. What the American states rather need to 
demonstrate to the world is that there is good 
reason for people of all races to say as did one 
of the defendants in these Louisiana cases, “I 
like the American way of life.” 
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Whistles. With and Without Ideas 


The right to whistle is guaranteed to Ameri- 
cans the same as the right to express the ideas 
for which the whistling stands. This is the opin- 
ion given by: Representative W. Sterling Cole of 
New York, in response to a letter which a couple 
of junior high school girls in his constituency 
wrote to their Congressman. We trust Represent- 
ative Cole took cognizance in advance, and 
made due allowance for it, that a great deal of 
whistling is done from time to time which ex- 
presses no ideas whatever. 


Some whistling, of course, not only expresses 
ideas but expresses them more eloquently than 
any other human sound. “I hope nobody thinks 
I’m scared” is, of course, the most classical motif 
in all whistling, as practiced by small boys 
marching past graveyards. For somewhat larger 
boys, there is scarcely any better way than 
whistling to- say, “I hope this'll make her look, 
and I hope she’ll like what she sees.” Moving 
along to still larger sizes, there is the low wolf- 
whistle which the American G.I. brought to its 
highest pitch of perfection. The more we think 
about it the more it seems to us that the ideas 
most often expressed in whistling are.one form 
of hope or another. 

The fact remains that much of the best-grade 
and most personally satisfying whistling is in- 
tended to convey no idea whatever to anyone at 
all, nor does it. The tuneless whistle, for in- 
stance, of a man at work on something or other, 
who started out by being wrapped up in his 
work, and has now become wrapped up in being 
wrapped up. (This is usually referred to in per- 
sons under 12 as woolgathering, and in those 
over 30 as pre-occupation.) 

The improviser, too, 1s a whistler with no idea 
intended, unless the desire to follow one note 
with another may be said to be an idea. Then 


there is the whistle-over-and-over: the fellow has 
heard, or thought up, a musical phrase, and 


and improvising whistles, the repetitious whistle

it does his involuntary listeners, but he 1s stuck — 


there. 

With these few possible exceptions, we con- 
sider that Representative Cole has summed up 
the whistling situation very well indeed, in fact 
as neat as a whistle. 


The Red Mission to Bonn 

The East German delegation which recently 
went to Bonn to plead for German reunification 
was such a failure that it hardly seemed worth 
a word of comment. Chancellor Adenauer would 
not meet the Communist delegates; and Herman 
Ehlers, the president of the West German Bun- 
destag, met them only to scold them for trying 
to fob off their made-in-Russia propaganda. And 
when they stopped off in West Berlin, they 
were all but violently driven across the boundary 
into the Russian sector. 

Yet the Reds now announce that their mis- 
sion was a great success. They talk as though 
they had convinced the West Germans of the 
horrors of association with the Allies and of the 
freedom and the wonder and the glory of life 
under Communist control. Maybe Herr Pieck, 
the East German president, and the other Com- 
munist stooges really have come to believe all 
this. It is a never-ending source of amazement 
to hear what a real party-member can put over 
on his own intelligence. 

It is a good bet, however, that most of the 
Germans caught behind the Iron Curtain have 
very different ideas about the power which now 
dominates them. Otherwise, why would so many 
seek to escape from it? And the great, great 
majority of West Germans, of course, have no 
illusions about Russia and the Russians. For 
them, unification means primarily the rescue of 
fellow-Germans from the Communists. 

This indicates how wide is the political cleav- 
age between the two Germanys at this time. It 
suggests the obstacles in the way of a political 
reunification. But such a reunification is as de- 
sirable and as necessary as ever. Since immedi- 
ate prospects are slight, Western diplomats must 
call upon their resources of patience and perse- 
verance. Time brings changes, and in this case 
it- seems certain that the changes will run 
toward democracy and freedom. The best assur- 
ance of this is the hollowness of the Communist 
boasting. 
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Doctors Into Politics 

Three past presidents of the American 
Medical Association have formed a professional 
committee to support the Eisenhower-Nixon 
ticket. The connection between the campaign 
against national health insurance and the presi- 
dential campaign is clear enough, if unofficial. 

Dr. Elmer L. Henderson of Louisville resigned 
as director of the A.M.A.’s anti-health insurance 
drive to become chairman of the new committee. 
With him he took the firm of Whitaker & Baxter, 
which had managed the A.M.A.’s high-powered 
propaganda against “socialized” medicine. That 
propaganda was financed from a _ $3,000,000 
fund raised by assessing doctors. 

Since the A.M.A. is a professional organization 
and officially non-partisan, it cannot participate 
directly. in politics. Hence Dr. Henderson felt 
compelled to resign his A.M.A. post. But as 
he says, individual doctors have the right to 
take an active part in politics. 

That is certainly true, and it should be true 
for A.M.A. members who disagree with their 
leadership. After all, the A.M.A. is a big and 
inclusive organization, and must contain many 
doctors who might: wish to walk on the other 
side of the political street. We wonder if they 
will now become as conspicuous in the campaign 
as Whitaker & Baxter and three past presidents? 
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Toll Road Fever 


Toll road fever has infected a few states and 
now has come to Missouri. Members of a Joint 
Missouri Legislature committee are said to favor 
toll roads if the state can arrange financing. 

That is a big “if.’’ Missouri had better take 


its temperature before undertaking toll roads, — 


and ask the committee under State Senator Wil- 
liam Quinn to prove its case. 

Toll roads have proved feasible in states with 
excessive traffic and an inability to build ade- 
quate free roads. But is Missouri that kind of 
state? Missouri has just raised its road taxes to 
support a $557,000,000 highway program. 

Senator Quinn says even this program will be 
adequate in 10 years. But the state is double- 
tracking Highways 40 and 66 now. Can it be 
shown that Missouri traffic will be able to sup- 
port two sets of competing superhighways, one 
set free and one with tolls? 

Certainly the state will not abandon its big 
freeways. Senator Quinn says a turnpike com- 
mission would have to: be allowed to take over 
parts of existing highways. But the taxpayers 
may be unwilling to surrender roads they have 
already paid for, to benefit roads they would 
have to pay to use. 

A Brookings Institution study shows that toll 
roads cost more to build and to finance than 
public highways. And they create a kind of 
double taxation. The additional cost in tolls is 
equivalent to a gasoline tax of 15 to 22 cents 
a gallon—and the Missouri gas tax is only 3 


_ cents. 


Toll roads represent a high price to pay for a 
state’s inability to build good public highways. 
Can the Quinn committee prove that Missouri 
needs to pay that price? 
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The Women Demand Fitness 

The St. Louis League of Women Voters has 
taken up the fight for establishment of a merit 
system in the Police Department. They have 
urged the Missouri Senate’s criminal law revi- 
sion committee to sponsor passage of a statute 
requiring that selection, promotion and retention 
of police officers be based solely on fitness. It 
is a sound proposal. 

Reform of police personnel policies, especially 
with regard to promotions, is long overdue. 
More than once in recent months promotions 
have gone to men whose most outstanding quali- 
fication appeared to have been blood relation- 
ship to, or friendship with, party politicians. 
This is not to say that all promotions were not 
in the public interest; some officers recently 
advanced have had excellent records. 

But is this the best method of filling any of 
the department’s posts? Certainly not, Advance- 
ment based on blood ties, friendship and, even 
worse, political regularity, is conducive neither 
to efficient police work nor high morale. More

The seeds of Communism may find their bed in eroded soil, for 
wise use of resources is basis for a healthy nation; democracy gives 
of freedom to use nature's bounty but responsibility to use well; from 
land itself to game upon it, citizens must ‘exercise self-control.

Amid all the discussions, weighty or 
wacky, about the vital contest being waged 
between democracy and Communism, few 
seem to have considered the role of all. 
resources conservation in the struggle. Yet 
a case can, and should, be made for an 
argument that the freedom of democracy 
is based upon wise use of renewable nat- 
ural resources. 

To see this clearly, it is necessary to 
strip “Communism” of its emotional over- 
tones and to take the capital letter away 
from it. Let’s drop the term entirely, as a 
matter of fact, and simply lump it with 
Fascism, Falangism or what have you as a 
governmental system calling for the ulti- 
mate in regimentation. And we might, at 
the risk of oversimplifying, describe de- 
mocracy as an effort to govern with the 
minimum of regimentation., 


It appears fairly conclusive that as a 
region’s resources are destroyed, as its pro- 
duction potential in food, shelter and cloth- 
ing goes down, the trend of regimentation 


goes up. As the necessities of life become, 


limited and the matter of possession more 
vital, someone must take command to ra- 
tion out the available supply and assure 
everyone of some part of the commodity. 
The worse the shortage becomes the more 
need there is for control. 


England long has been a tight island 
heavily overpopulated, but it postponed a 
day of reckoning by drawing upon the re- 
sources of the Commonwealth. When the 
end came to these resources—an end has- 
tened, of course, by the demands of war— 
then regimentation was inevitable. The 
Labor party set up “austerity”; the Con- 
servatives, taking over in last year’s elec- 
tion, found that not even Churchillian ma- 
gic could do anything about lack of re- 
sources. Austerity is rigid as ever; the con- 
trols have not been relaxed. 

Freedom from controls involves a whole 
series of privileges. Under a democratic 
system we concede certain of these “rights” 
of ours, voluntarily; or enough of us con- 


cede them to create a “law” which then 
regulates our conduct. 

But privilege carries with it heavy re- 
sponsibilities. We must, as individuals, ac- 
cept these responsibilities—or lose the pri- 
vileges. If our thinking is not to be done 
for us by “leaders,” if the decisions are 
not to be reached on high and delivered 
to us as ultimatums, then we must accept 
our responsibilities and deliver. 

Thus it seems clear that the maintenance 
of an adequate supply of resources to per- 
mit free exchange of them (conservation) 
is the vital responsibility of everyone. 
“Conservation is everybody's job” may be 
a trite slogan but it is an inescapable 
truth. Democracy demands that every in- 
dividual control waste; it presupposes that 
men and women have the understanding 
and integrity to control their own selfish- 
ness. If the people do not so control them- 
selves, then controls must be imposed. 


In fish and game, consider the controlled 
hunting areas and the special fishing areas 
that are created. In every case. rigid con- 
trols must be invoked, because here the 
supply is rigidly limited by potential and 
the pressure is great. When the general 
supply of fish or game is large and state- 
wide, then regimentation can be greatly 
relaxed—and is. Consider the year-round 
open season on Missouri’s lakes and ponds; 
consider the extension of deer-hunting 
range, the “any deer” regulations. 

These principles are understandable and 
simple. But project them into an economy 
based upon a constantly-failing food sup- 
ply because the last fertile land is gone, 
upon a shortage of oil and steel which can 


never be replaced, upon a shortage of meat . 


because the grasslands have been carried 
down the Missouri and Mississippi. Shall 
we avoid regimentation of all activities, 
then? 

In an Outdoor Writers of America meet- 
ing, Mike Hudoba of Sports Afield said a 
very wise thing: the seeds of Communism 
find their bed in eroded soil; the weeds of 
Fascism flourish best in cropped out land.

This book is the product of an unusual 
tour provided by a most unusual travel 
organization—the Sixth Fleet, “a fleet 
without a home,” to quote from Capt, 
Walter.

Spanish Poet Succumbs in|! 


Rome—‘The Last Puritan’ 
Among Many Writings. . 


ROME, Sept. 27 (UP)-—George 
Santayana, 


a convent here last night. 

The 88-year-old Santayana died 
alone in his room at the hospital- 
convent of the Blué Sisters of 
San Stefano. This quiet room has 
been his home since the outbreak 
of World ‘War II. 

He suffered a stomach hemor- 
rhage two weeks ago. His physi- 
cian diagnosed it as cancer of the 
stomach. Since then the philos- 
ae? health had declined rap- 


y. 

He will be buried in Rome 
where he spent most of the last 
25 years. 

The one-time Harvard profes- 
sor remained alert and clear- 
minded, despite his age. He 
showed a keen interest in world 
problems, but last year he said he 
lacked answers to world problems 
he had 50 years ago. 

Last Published Work. 

In his last published work, 
“Dominations and Powers,” in 
1951, the philosopher said the 
United States was not ready for 
world rule. 

Santayana wrote of himself: 

“The only remarkable thing 
about my career is that I should 
have spent the better part of my 
life in the United. States and 
written my books in the English 
language, while retaining my 
Spanish nationality and_ senti- 
ment, and figuring in the English 
speaking world as sort of a per- 
manent guest, familiar, apprecia- 
tive, and I hope discreet, but still 
foreign. This is no less true of 
my intellectuality than it is so- 
cially and should not be ignored 
in considering my work.” 

He was born in Madrid Dec.. 16, 
1863. His father was his mother’s 
second husband. By her previous 
marriage to a Boston merchant, 
George Sturgis, she had three 
children. When Sturgis died: San- 
tayana’s mother went back to 
Spain where she met and mar- 
ried Augustine de Ruiz de San- 
tayana y Reboiro. 

When he was 9, George and 
his mother went to live in Boston. 
where he was enrolled at the 
Boston Latin School and then 
went to Harvard. — 

After two years at the Univer- 
sity- of Berlin, he returned to 
Harvard to obtain his Ph.D. in 
1889. 

He joined the Harvard faculty 
soon afterward. In 1894 he pub- 
lished his. first book, “Sonnets 
and Other Verses,” marking a 
swing from Catholicism to nat- 
uralism. 


First Major Work. 

Critics. found his first effort 
lacked true poetic inspiration. In 
1896 his first major work ap- 
peared—“The Sense of Beauty.” 
It was well received. 

Santayana’s works include a 
Jong list of poetical, dramatic and 
philosophic books, but it was 
“The Last Puritan, a memoir in 
the. form of a novel,” which put 
him on the best seller list in the 
1930s. 

In 1912 an inheritance enabled 
Santayana to resign his profes- 
sorship at Harvard and to devote 
himself to his. preferred studies. 

He visited Spain, England, and 
France and finally settled in Ox- 
ford, England for five years. Then 
after a brief trip to Paris, Santa- 
yana went to Rome. 

Santayana was half way through 
the: translation into English of 
Lorenzo De Medici’s long poem 
“Amber” when he died.

and child living here.” 

The area covered by the report 
includes, besides the city and 
county, St. Charles county, Mo., 
Madison and St. Clair counties on 
the east side. 

A feature of the report is the 
sharp contrast between additions 
and alterations to church proper- 
ty in the city and in the county. 
Many churches in the city are 
old buildings, and a total of $11,- 
678,000 has been spent on addi- 
tions and improvements. This sum 
was spent on 313 churches. In the 
county, $1,304,800 was spent on 
26 existing churches. 

“Four million dollars worth of 
new construction is in progress 
at the present time,” the report 
states, “and plans for additional 
millions are on architects’ draw- 
ing boards.” 

The report describes, among 
major new church construction, 
the following: “. . . the $2,000,000 
addition to Third Baptist Church 
in midtown St. Louis. As high as 
an ordinary six-story building, the 
addition makes the church one of 
the largest in the nation.

A Martin Luther Bible, very 
large and illustrated, was pub- 
lished at Frankfort, Germany, in 
1704. 

There is a facsimile reprint of 
the King James Bible, 1611. 

An illuminated Bible of 1846 is 
a beautiful example of this art of 
embellishments in color. The hex- 
aglot Bible, 1910, is translated in 
six languages in parallel columns: 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, English, 
German, and French. 

One of the most interesting 
modern Bibles is the translation 
in Basic English, 1950. The first 
verse of the Twenty-third Psalm | 
is translated: “The Lord takes. 
care of me as his sheep; I will | 
not be without any good thing.” 
In the King James Version, this 
verse reads: “The Lord is my} 
shepherd; I shall not want.”

I am hopeful that my own rep- 
utation is reasonably good in In- 
diana, because I’ve been a close 
1eighbor for a long time. I feel 
perfectly at home here. As you 
may have guessed, I’m here on 
a political errand, and I know 
that politics comes as naturally 
to Hoosiers as plain speaking. 


We could use a lot more 
plain speaking in this cam- 
paign. And on some rare oc- 
casions when my distinguished 
opponent, the general, has ven- 
tured to talk plainly, he has 
advanced some startling ideas: 
The idea, for example, that 
people should vote this fall for 
all Republican candidates, what- 
ever their character and ability. 
He wants us to elect them all: 
Good, bad and outrageous. 

Until a few days ago, I had 
believed this was a new theory 
of politics, even in the Repub- 
lican party. I am told, however, 
that it actually is an old and 
familiar tactic in certin Re- 
publican circles. In 1925, for ex- 
ample, no less than the chief 
justice of the Indiana supreme 
court aflvised the young people 
of this state to “vote the 
sraight Republican ticket, re- 
gardless of the qualifications of 
the candidtea. ... Even though 
you know a man to be incompe- 
the candidate. ... Even though 
you know him to be immoral, 
vote for him because he repre- 
sents the Republican ticket.”

I have served 
my apprenticeship and I tell 
you the man whe says he can 
move in and work miracles with 
a meat axe—or with mirrors— 
is kidding the people or reveal- 
ing his own inexperience. Nom- 
ination to public office and a 
round of speechmaking do not 
automatically qualify anyone as 
an economic administrator. 
First, saving money in govern- 
ment requires above everything 
else, hard-headed, tight-fisted, 
vigorous leadership—by men who 
are passionately concerned with 
getting the job done at the lowest 
Possible cost—men who will in-

I have a special feeling of kin- 
ship for Henry Schricker. As 
governors of neighboring states, 
he and I have been wrestling with 
the same problems. These are 
problems which face every gover- 
nor in our times—problems of 
economy, of efficient administra- 
-tion, of state rights, and of integ- 
rity in government. I want to 
talk to you about some of these 
things tonight. 

Economy Its Vital. 

In particular I want to talk to 
you about economy in govern- 
ment. This is a subject on which 
I have passionate convictions and 
so does that tight-fisted old bank- 
er—Henry Schricker. I am cer- 
tain that economy in government 
—the most rigorous and search- 
ing economy—is vital to the 
health of this Republic just as it 
is to our states. 

I think Indiana is a good place 
to discuss this subject. The 
Hoosier has always been a hard 
man with a dollar—his own dollar 
or anybody else’s. I think of a 
Hoosier as a down-to-earth, pros- 
perous, rather generous, neigh- 
borly fellow—but one who knows 
where every piece of string is. in 
the pantry. He is a hard-to-beat 
man. And he’s hard fo fool. I 
remember saying down in Vin- 
‘ cennes at the 150th anniversary 
of the Indiana territory, which 
included Illineis, that probably 
the shrewd Hoosier business deals 
were too much for the [Illinois 
pioneers so they broke away and 
set up their own territory. 

And so tonight I want to talk 
sense about government economy. 

Like Gov. Schricker, I have had 
practical experience with this 
problem. In Illinois we have lived 
within our means these past four 
years without increasing taxes ex- 
cept to restore our worn-out 
roads.. Taking into account our 
needs and the increased cost of 
everything it has not been easy. 
And I had to live with a Republi- 
can legislature, but, strange to 
say, we got along pretty well, and 
more than once I was reminded 
of the words of your Hoosier 
philosopher, Abe Martin, who 
said: “Now an’ then an innocent 
man is sent to the Legislature.” 

But during the last session of 

the Illinois legislature, what do 
you think they did to the 
thrifty, closely balanced budget 
I presented to them? They cut 
out $300,000 and added $50 mil- 
lion! But I vetoed most of it; 
I vetoed more appropriations 
than any governor in Illinois 
history. So you will understand 
when I say that I think the 
earefully cultivated legend that 
all Democrats are wasters and 
all Republicans economical is 
the bunk. I think this is a time 
for bare bone economy and the 
: legislators in Illi- 
nois can tell you I mean what 
I say. 
We tened up our spending 
in other ways, too. We

examination. I call as witness 
the bipartisan Senate commit- 
tee now investigating our pre- 
paredness program under the 
chairmanship of Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas. These 
senators, both Democrats and 
Republicans, have concluded “‘it 
is not an easy task to change 
the deeply ingrained attitudes 
of military men who, for cen- 
turies, have operated on the ° 
theory that cost is not a com- 
pelling consideration.” 

The present civilians in charge 
of the department of defense, 
and the President, have saved 
literally billions of dollars in our 
present defense program. Secre- 
tary Lovett testified that he and 
the President saved 19 billion 
dollars in this year’s budget by 
cutting down the requests of the 
military services. And please 
don’t mistake my admiration for 
the generals and the admirals, 
with whom I worked in great 
intimacy for three years during 
the war. Some of them, even the 
Republican ones, are among my 
best friends. But from what I 
have seen I am not persuaded 
that either education or experi- 
ence or inclination is the best 
insurance of thrift with public 
funds, 

Rule one, then, is to get strong- 
minded, economy-minded civilians 
in top jobs. Rule two is to give 
them the authority to manage 
their departments efficiently. 

Cites Republican Record. 

This means carrying through 
the work of government reorgani- 
zation so ably started by the 
Hoover commission. Incidental- 
ly, while I do not regard enonomy 
in government as a partisan is- 
sue, I was interested to learn 
that a majority of Republican 
Senators voted against 15 of the 
19 reorganization plans submitted 
by the President that have come 
to a vote in the last four years— 
often overriding the direct rec- 
ommendations of their former 
President, Herbert Hoover. 

The present reorganization law 
expires next spring. I shall cer- 
tainly ask the Congress to extend 
it. Improvement in organization 
is a job that has to be worked at 
day in and day out. 

Efficiency in government also 
requires that we reward people 
who find ways to save money, 
and that we promote supervis- 
ors on the basis of their ability 
to get the job done at minimum 
cost and with the fewest subor- 
dinates, I think also we need 
some improvement in our civil 
service system, to make sure 
the strong safeguards we need 
against arbitrary or unfair dis- 
charge do not strangle our abil- 
ity to hold employes to strict 
standards of efficient perform- 
ance, 

The third method for saving 
money in Washington is to 
prove the machinery for scruti- 
nizing appropriations, so that th 
budget presented by the 
dent and the money 
by the Congress will be based 
cold fact and not hot air.

harsh words to say the other 
night in St. Louis about replacing 
the present staff of the bureau 
of the budget. I think he would 
have been better advised to rec- 
ommend enlarging that staff—a 
step that has frequently been 
proposed by the President but 
blocked in the Congress. 

Last week, in Virginia, I sug- 
gested that the President be 
given the item veto—the power 
to disapprove individual items 
in an appropriation bill, with-. 
out having to veto the entire 
bill. The President could then 
wield a sharp scalpel against 
special interests without bring- 
ing the machinery of govern- 
ment to a stop. Three fourths 
of our states, including my own, 
have long since adopted this 
useful tool and I think it is 
time the Federal Government 
adopted it too. 

The Congress, too, needs more 
help on appropriations. Until 
recently, the House Appropria- 
tions Committee has had only 12 
busy Congressmen, assisted by a 
four-mar staff, to comb through 
the staggering figures of a 50-bil- 
lion-dollar military budget. The 
Congress just this year voted it- 
self some more help, which 
should enable more Congressmen 
to be sure they know what they 
are talking about when they pro- 
pose -cuts in appropriations. 


Control of Spending. 


A fourth step for saving money 
is to establish more effective 
means for controlling expendi- 
tures after Congress votes the 
money. This is the problem of 
getting a dollar’s worth of value 
for every dollar spent. 


Here, too, the problem is hard- 
est in the Defense Department, 
where the need for speed in ob- 
taining results must be constantly 
balanced against the costs of hur- 
rying. The North African air 
bases are fresh in our minds. We 
needed those bases and we needed 
them fast. But surely in this case 
we paid a high premium ‘for 
speed, 

Let no one think, however, that 
improvement can be accomplished 
just by good intentions. It takes 
hard, patient, steady work. It was 
only three years ago that the De- 
fense Department was established 
on its present unified basis. Much 
has been accomplished in these 
three years. Where the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force used to com- 
pete with each other in buying 
medical supplies, food, lumber, 
and many other items, there is 
now centralized buying for ali 
three; where each military service 
used to run a separate air trans- 
port system, there is now one for 
all; where the three services used 
to buy hundreds of different sizes 
of nuts and bolts, they are now 
standardizing on a few. 

These are only a few examples 
of the improvements taking place 
month by month. Some save a 
few dollars, but other save mil- 
lions. It is no criticism of the 
present management of the De- 
fense Department to say we need 
to go much farthr, as fast as we 
can. 

It was only this year, in an 
amendment sponsored by Senator 
O’Mahoney of Wyoming, that the 
Congress gave the Secretary of 
Defense the clear authority he 
needs to control the supply activ- 
ities of his department. This au- 
thority must be ased vigorously. 
We must never relax in our drive 
to make sure that our tax dollars 
buy the maximum security for the 
money. 

I know something about what 
can be done, as well as what has 
been done. I spent a good deal of 
my time in the Navy Department 
during the last war on the prob- 
lems of organization and the 
economy of manpower and money 
in naval commands and installa- 
tions. But it can only be done by 
relentless action—Republican ora- 
tory never saved a nickle! 


Economy at Home. 
My fifth and last method for 
reducing federal spending re- 
quires action —not by the federal 
government but by states and lo- 
calities and plain, ordinary citi- 
zens. 
We can do much more to make 
our smaller units of government 
strong and vigorous and efficient. 
I have put considerable sweat, 
and some tears, into this endeav- 
or in Illinois, and so has Gov. 
Schricker here in Indiana. 
I have never believed in 
states’ rights when they are 
used as a cover for states’ 


The Republican 
candidate, incidentally, had some 


for us. Perhaps you have heard 
about the Chamber of Com- 
merce that sent off two letters 
to a Senator in the same mail. 
One of the letters demanded 
an immediate and drastic re- 
duction in the federal budget. 
The other demanded a $10,000,- 
000 appropriation for a harbor 
improvement which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce wanted for 
its home town. I won’t mention 
the name of the town; it’s in 
another state. I’m sure nothing 
like that ever happened in In- 
diana. 

You know how it is; anything 
that helps the other fellow is ex- 
travagance; anything that helps 
you is a “necessity.” An Iowa 
farmer may be tempted to think 
it wasteful for the government 
to construct a petroleum experi- 
ment station in . Pennsylvania. 
And a New Jersey businessman 
may think building a dam in Ore- 
gon is fantastic. What each of us 
must do is to —stretch our minds 
and —look at these things the 
way the President and the Con- 
gress have to look at them—from 
the standpoint of the whole na- 
tion. 


These five points are the frame- 
work I propose for a real economy 
drive—one that seeks results, not 
headlines: First, get tight-fisted 
executives; second, give them the 
authority to run their organiza- 
tions efficiently; third, scrutinize 
appropriation requests with a 
cold and penetrating eye; fourth, 
spend appropriations frugally; 
fifth, don’t do in Washington what 
can be done in Indianapolis, and 
don’t ask Uncle Sam to bridge 
Catbird creek if you can help it. 
Simple rules. Nothing spectacular. 
But I know they work on a 
smaller scale in. Springfield, and 
I believe they will work on a 
larger scale in Washington. At 
least I would like to try them— 
which will take a little help from 
you! 


Cost of Security. 


Let no one deceive himself. 
Pinch every penny as best we can, 
our federal budget is still going 
to be large—much larger than we 
would like. 


And why is this? It is because 
about 85 per cent of our budget 
—69 billion dollars of our 79 bil- 
lion—is going for national se- 
curity, including the cost of past 
wars. 


You know and I know that we 
are confronted with a hostile, in- 
scrutable and ruthless enemy. To 
deter that enemy and to defend 
gurselves, we must have what it 
takes, and quickly. We are build- 
ing an Air Force of 143 wings, 
and it is going to cost us billions. 
Once we have built this Air Force 
it is going to continue to cost us 
billions to maintain it. No honest 
man can say how long we shall 
have to maintain it, but you can 
be sure it is likely to be for a 
long time to come. If I told you 
anything else I would be deceiving 
you or myself. Deceit may win 
elections now and then but it will 
never win wars or save civiliza- 
tions. 

I will leave deception to the 
Republican orators. They have 
been practicing it day and night. 
They promise one day they will 
cut your federal budget by 10 
billion, or 20 billion, or 40 bil- 
lion, depending upon which one 
is talking: and to whom. And 
the next day they say they are 
going to increase America’s 
armed might. 


This is nonsense. It is worse 
than that—it is the oldest and 
cheapest of political tricks. Cut 
taxes but spend more money— 
in the name of common sense, 
have we not outgrown such 
childlishness? 


The only way you could cut 
tens of billions from our budget 
would be to disband our armies, 
renounce our friends abroad, quit 
buying airplanes and guns, can- 
cel our present defense orders, 
and presumably, crawl into a cave 
to await destruction. 


Well, I don’t think the people 
are prepared to surrender to 
Communism, And I don’t think 
we will be fooled by irrespon- 
sible demagogy about the federal 
budget. We know that what is 
involved is nothing less than war 
or peace. And we know the bil- 
lions we spend to prevent a third 
world war are but a drop in the 
bucket to what we would have to 
pour out in ddllars and in lives 
to win it if it came. 

There is but one way you can 
cut out those tens of billions— 
and that is to get the foreign 
assistance and 


I understand that Evansville 
and Vanderburgh county have 
voted for the winning presidential 
and vice presidential candidates 
every election year since 1896, 
and that in 1892 you only missed 
by nine votes in the whole county.

Crepehangers Confounded. 

It seems to me that Evansville 
is a prime example of how the 
vigor of America has confounded 
the crepehangers. 

Did this blight descend: It did 
not, and for proof I can say that 
all we have to do is look around 
us. All over this great broad land 
today, unemployment has virtual- 
ly disappeared. More men and 
women are at work in Evansville 
today than at any time in your 
peacetime history. 

I have just been out to the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. plant 
and the Chrysler plant, where 
they are turning out refrigerators 
of all kinds and corn pickers and 
automobiles and aircraft parts, 
and I might also say they are 
turning out a lot of friendly 
Democrats here too. After the 
war people said the aviation plant 
here would close. Today your 
plant has been converted to peace 
and employs almost 4000 people. 
In fact 80,000 people are in plants 
here in Evansville and that is not 
far short of the Evansville entire 
prewar population. This means 
everyone has a job to go to every 
day. 

Now, what does all this mean 
to you? I think that now you 
know what it means; it means 
good times. It means that you 
have a job to go to every day. It 
means that you can buy the things 
that your children need. It means 
that you are able to enjoy all of 
the things that Americans are en- 
titled to. 

One of the reasons, said these 
soothsayers, that things were go- 
ing to be surely bad, was that 
the Democrats were in power, and

things. They have now added 
some other epithets to that “fum- 
ble.” I think they call it stumble, 
fumble and fall. 

Well, it appears that the Dem- 
ocrats are still in Washington. 
They have been in Washington 
during the past few years: when 
the country became more prosper- 
ous and stronger than ever before 
in its history. 

New Prophecies of Disaster. 

Now these soothsayers are 
prophesying disaster again if the 
Democrats should be elected 
again. 

They are false prophesies, as 
false as those who. prophesied 
Evansville would become a ghost 
town. And there is no reason to 
fear disaster either here in Evans- 
ville, or in the nation, unless, of 
course, we should make the mis- 
take of electing a Republican ad- 
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if we stop making the ones we 
are now building and do not order 
any more. 

The United States is engaged 
in a tremendous exertion and 
struggle to win peace in the 
world. This is a hard and dan- 
gerous and expensive task. It is 
our job to accomplish this end, 
more important than it is to spend 
the money needed to save the 
lives of our sons. 

You people here in Evansville 
know what is going on in the 
world. In this city you are making 
aircraft parts, steel bridges, rifles 
for our men in Korea. You know 
we are fighting for our country, 
willing to die for it if need be. 
You know we are working furious- 
ly to build up the strength of 
our armed forces, to prevent the 
Kremlin from starting another 
world war. 

You know as well as I do 
that this is the only way te win 
peace in a world where the 
Kremlin exists and plots the 
slavery of us all. There is no 
other way—and if you are look- 
ing for a man who promises to 
buy your security in a bargain 
basement, I can tell you right 
now you better not vote for me. 

Actually, I have been sur- 


_ prised by some of the methods 


of winning votes that have de- 
veloped in this election. My 
honorable opponents have 
promised price supports for 
farm products when they know 
the members of their party 
and the House of Representa- 
tives have voted against those 
price supports only four months 
ago. They promised to extend 
social security when the Eighti- 
eth Congress took social secu- 
rity away from one-half million 
people. 


They have promised to revise 
the Taft-Hartley act, but will 
they make it worse or will they 
make it better? I wonder why 
the general goes on making 
these remarks, when every adult 
in the country knows that the 
Republican leaders of the coun- 
try have been dragging their 
feet for 20 years. The Demo- 
crats have initiated all of our 
social improvements, fought the 
opposition to help our Allies 
and to save the peace as well. 
I hope their campaign in this 
historic year is more than a 
game to see who can make the 
best sounding promises, more 
than a campaign to see who can 
win the election at any price. 

My party in these 20 years has 
served the people and has served 
them well, as everybody here will 
agree. We didn’t just make prom- 
ises, we acted.

commander of the NATO forces 
to take the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination. . 

Into his Indianapolis address, 
Stevenson injected this reference 
to the fund he has used to supple- 
ment the pay of a number of top 
officials of his state administra- 
tion in Illinois: 


“I don’t have much chance to 
read the newspapers these days, 
but I understand there’s a lot 
of curiosity about some help I 
gave to some good people in IIli- 
nois. - 

“I hope my reputation isn’t in- 
volved, because if it’s a crime to 
help some good people in the 
government of Illinois, then I’m 
guilty.” 

It was a departure from his 
text and the reporters and ob- 
servers in the audience caught 
its significance as an amplifica- 
tion of how Stevenson feels about 
attracting good men to public of- 
fice. 

Schricker, in introducing Stev- 
enson, showed himself almost as 
adept as the presidential nominee 
in ad libbing. Someone told 
Schricker, who was standing be- 
fore a battery of radio micro- 
phones, that the time had come 
for the program to be broadcast. 
Actually, he had 30 seconds to go. 

“Just about eight weeks ago,” 
he began sonorously, “‘on the eve- 
ning of July 24...” 


Here he stopped and loeked 
around while the audience 
watched him, puzzled. 


Then Schricker broke into a 
grin and said: “I ain’t on yet.” 

When the laughter died down 
Schricker started all. over again 
and introduced the Illinois gov- 
ernor, 

Stevenson, too, took out after 
Jenner. He criticized “‘The Gen- 
eral” for indorsing all Republican 
candidates, ‘“‘gcod, bad and outra- 
geous.” He said Eisenhower had 
declaimed that “a man is known 
by the company he keeps.” And 
he said he hoped Indiana would 
not return to the Senate “a man 
who slanders one of our great- 
est patriots and deprecates in 
ugly words the gallantry and sac- 
rifice of Korea and fight for free- 
dom and peace.” 

On Eisenhower’s Background. 

Stevenscn took up for the first 
time at any length what is one 
of Eisenhower’s most apparent 
weaknesses, that is that his mili- 
tary experience has given him no 
practical knowledge of civilian 


government. 
| Here are some of the things 
Stevenson said in this regard: 
“In Washington, civilian lead- 
ership is more important in rela- 
tion to the military because that 
is where the great bulk of our 
tax dollars are spent. We must 
make sure that wastage of our 
silver is not a privilege of our 
high brass. 


“I am obliged to say that I 
think the Republican suggestion 
that a general can best cut down 
on military waste at least de- 
serves examination. . . . From 
what I have seen I am not per- 
suaded that either their (generals 
and admirals) education or expe- 
rience or inclination is the best 
insurance of thrift with public 
funds.” 

He quoted members of the Sen- 
ate Preparedness subcommittee, 
headed by Senator Lyndon John- 
son (Dem.), Texas, as saying: 

“Tt is not an easy task to 
change the deeply ingrained at- 
titudes of military men who, for 
centuries have operated on the 
theory that cost is not a com- 
pelling consideration.’

The Parent-Teacher Association also would be a channel 
through which you might work. 
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Dear Martha: 

I AM 16. About two years ago I met a boy whom I love 
very much. This June we ran off to get married but he 
got sick and we didn’t get married but because we were 
scared we said we were. My parents found out about it and 
told me to forget him; but how can I? I love him so.- At the 
time he was ‘A.W.O.L. from the army.

Retarded Children 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE is nothing so hard for a parent to accept as the 

fact that his child is different from others. When they 

play he sits back, no sign of interest, perhaps, in his 
face. If there is any such sign, it is a passive one that prompts 
no action, When other children go to school and learn to 
read and count, he goes too. Soon, however, the teacher sees 
that he is “different” and reports this to the authorities who 
set to work to help him—we hope. 

First, the child is examined. The doctor goes over him 
earefully, reporting on the conditions he finds in the child’s 
physical body. Then the psychologist examines him to learn 
the condition of his mental being. On their findings, the 
school people base their future efforts toward educating him. 
He is placed in the Special Class. 

GR -R 

THIS CLASS has its good points, and its bad ones, just 
as any life situation must have. Nothing can be completely 
perfect, The bad ones are: the lack of high-grade intelligence 
among the pupils to inspire effort and ambition in the 
weaker ones; the disdain of the other children expressed in 
such terms as,- “crazy class, dopes, dummies;” the lack of 
professional training in the teachers and principals of the 
schools in the field of mental retardation. Few have this 
training and that is a handicap to all concerned. 

The lack of association with normal children can be 
remedied by adjusting the program so that the pupils of this 
class move from room to room for each basic subject, returning 
to their class teacher for lessons that reinforce those of the 
“regular class” teacher. 

The attitude of the other children can be modified by 
instruction, by teaching them to help these children whenever 
they have the chance. This on the principle that we learn 
to love those we serve. 
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TEACHERS’ COLLEGES can remedy the lack of profes- 
sional training for the education of these children by pro- 
viding courses in the field of mental retardation; institutions 
that care for these children can offer their facilities as a 
Jaboratory for students of handicapped children. The Boards 
of Education and the superintendents can help greatly by in- 
sisting upon professional fitness of all such teachers and by 
paying them well for their services, Teaching such children 
becomes a delicate, skillful, soul-trying task that calls for self- 
sacrificing devotion. That should be paid for as far as it is 
possible to pay for a work of the spirit. 

Parents can help by learning what provisions are made for 
these children, what is not provided for, and insist that every 
possible effect be made to educate each child as completely 
as his condition permits. That is usually much more than 
appears on the surface.

New Home Furnishing Fashions

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OME furnishings fashions are 
more numerous and more 
varied this fall than ever be- 
fore. Here, at a glance, are the 
highlights. 
FURNITURE. 
PREDOMINANT STYLES: The 
most new furniture can be called 
contemporary, although it varies 
widely from advanced modern to 
design developed from period 
style, for example, contemporary 
with an Early American flavor. 
Standouts are simple, far. from 
extreme but have a definite new- 
ness—earlier modern has grown 
up; grown handsomer and greatly 
changed. The influence of Italy 


and the Scandinavian countries 


is notable in contemporary de- 
sign and the furniture called out- 
daor has a marked effect on style 
indoors. Early American and 
French Provincial are important, 
eighteenth century styles con- 


nue. 

DESIGN: Skillful design makes 
it possible for new furniture to 
be larger than it looks, Note the 
new see-through idea as shown 
by the open top on the large cab- 
inet sketched. Upholstered fur- 
niture with minimum padding, 
often foani rubber, is off the 
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floor, open and airy. Cabinets 
and sectional storage units are 
often finished on both sides so 
they may be free standing rather 
than backed to a wall. 

MATERIALS: There are more 
combinations of different kinds 
of woods and woods with other 
materials this season. Two woods 
are often combined in a single 
piece of furniture and some 
groupings include two or more 
kinds of woods. Other combina- 
tions — woven cane with wood, 
wicker with wrought iron, 
wrought iron and wood, brass 
with wood, wrought iron, wood 
and glass. Extra damage resistant 
tops, fabricated and natural, are 
used for table, desk and chest 
tops. Marble is notable among 
the natural damage resistant tops. 

TYPES OF PIECES OF FUR- 
NITURE: Room dividers become 
an accepted type of furniture 
piece. Sofas are beds at night 
and beds are sofas by day. The 
small light chair for dining, pull- 
up, desk and even bedroom use 
becomes one of the most style- 
wise pieces of furniture. 

FABRICS. 

Prints are simpler, less bold 

and are for the most part, all- 


over medium or small designs 
rather than wide spaced and 
large. Natural forms are leaves 
rather than florals, geometrics 
take the place of scrolls. Tweedy 
mixtures of two, three or more 
colors are important. Fireproof 
materials including fiberglass 
which can now be printed, meet 
new needs. 
FLOOR COVERINGS. 


Acetate and rayon fibers de- 
veloped for carpet ‘use combine 
with wool or are used indepen- 
dently and are woven on the same 
looms, in the same weaves, as 
wools. Cotton also takes wool 
type weaves and is more widely 
used, Tweedy mixtures and small 
to medium size all-over patterns, 
geometric rather than naturalistic 
in form, are style leaders. 


LIGHTING. 


Ceiling and wall fixtures, pin- 
up, hook-on, floor and accent 
lamps vary the former monotony 
of all table lamps. Table lamps 
are tall and slim down to an airy 
bulklessness. Wrought iron is a 
favorite material for table lamp 
bases and other lamps and fix- 
tures are brass and light metal, 
sometimes with colored enamel.

E are all familiar with the 
W sight of the Public Health 

Nurse, in her navy blue uni- 
form carrying her black bag, on 
our city streets and buses. She 
is making her daily visits to 
homes where she is welcomed be- 
cause of the help and advice that 
she is specially trained to give. 
How many of us realize the im- 
portant role this small group of 
nurses plays in improving the 


‘health of our community? 


Last year the Public Health 


_ Nurses of the St. Louis Health 


Division—just 57 in all—made 
59,056 home visits. Besides these 
home visits, over a thousand a 
year per nurse, they assisted the 

physicians in all-of the municipal 
health clinics—the maternal child 
health clinics, the tuberculosis 
diagnosis clinics, the venereal dis- 
ease clinics she 


IF WE FOLLOW her on her 
daily rounds we find her helping 
the mother-to-be prepare for the 
coming baby. We find her in- 
structing mothers as to the proper 
feeding and care of their babies 
throughout infancy and early 
childhood. She reminds. them 
when baby should have his im- 
munization “shots.” It is part of 
her job to see that well children 
stay well; but when illness strikes 
she knows where to refer them 
for the best possible care. Her in- 
terest also extends to the paro- 
chial school child, She assists the 
school physician in his routine 
examinations for hearing, vision 
and other defects. 

This same publica health nurse 
goes into homes where tubercu- 
losis or other contagious diseases 
are present and demonstrates to 
the homemaker proper isolation 
techniques to protect the well 
members of the family, When in- 
dicated she helps to make ar- 
rangements for the patient to be 
sent to a hospital where he will 
receive the proper care and treat- 
ment. 

Some of her families may be in 
temporary need of outside assist- 
ance. For these she knows the 


.proper community agency to refer 


them to.

ARY JEWISON was happy in 
her marriage with the Shaw- 
nee warrior, She-nin-jee, Sev- 
eral children were born to the 
couple, and the young white wom- 
an almost forgot that she had 


been made a captive during her | 


childhood, 

In general, she felt well pleased 
with life, but she missed her. hus- 
band deeply when he-spent weeks 
or months on hunting trips. At 
length there came a journey from 
which he failed to return. Other 
warriors reported that he had 
died. 

Mourning followed. Mary took 
care of her children, and did the 
usual outdoor work of an Indian 
woman, but felt that she never 
could get 7 os feeling of loss. 

* 


FOUR YEARS passed, and then 
came an offer of marriage. A Sen- 
eca chief, who had visited the 
Shawnee tribe, now wanted the 
white woman to be his wife. 

This chief was named Hi-o-ja- 
too. His offer was accepted, and 
he took her to his wigwam, along- 
side the Genesee river in western 
New York. She was treated fairly 
well by her new husband, but his 
nature was less kind than that of 
She-nin-jee. White men were sell- 
ing firewater to the Senecas, and 
the chief found a quick liking for 
the drink. Time and again he fell 


into a sleepy state after taking 
firewater. On other days his 
tongue was loosed and he spoke 
more roughly than w_sihis cus- 
tom. 

Mary Jewison lived to the age 
of 91. Her second husband died 
during her lifetime, and so did 
her sons. I am sorry to relate that 
the sons, as well as the Indian’ 
chief, were victims of firewater. 
One son fell into a quarrel with~ 
another young warrior, and his 
death was the result.

DESPITE HER TROUBLES, 
Mary enjoyed being in the Seneca 
tribe. More than once she had 
full freedom to go back to live 
among the whites, but always she 
chose to stay with the Indians. 
They were her frie and at 
an early age she adopted theise 
religion. | 

After the end of the American 
Revolution, the Iroquois found 
themselves pressed more and 
more for space. Many of them 
moved to Canada, where the Gov- 
ernment provided land in south- 
ern Ontario. Others were placed 
on reservations in the state of 
New York, also in Wisconsin. To 
the end of her life, Mary Jewison 
remained in the valley of the 
Genesee river. 
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she begged. “My name is Dree 
Morgan. I’m a friend of Mr. Tel- 
fair.” 

“As soon as he is free,” the 
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
